front of a caf^. In the plaia NO 8pan- 
iardi were charged. The Spaniiarda 
llied a Tollej, which killed throe am»>

diera, daahing them with the machete 
until thej foond refture in the barracks. 
Bight of these were killed. The ama- 
lona then looted several stores and rode 
away sinpinff the Cnban Imttle Iiymu. 

Senorita Perez, leader of the a^.-jzons, 
has a romantic career. A year%go sho 
waa the fiance of a captain iu the patriot 
army. Her lover was captured by thn 
Spaniards and cruelly pnt to death in 
Moro castlt'. A few months apo she or- 
gani7.e<l a band of women, each one of 
whom liad siilVrri'd some wroiiK at thd 
hands of tlie .'Spaniards. Senorita Mar- 
tini swori' cacli inemb;T of the band 
never to sj)are a Spaniard. Since tlni 
aniazons were or^'anized tliey liave been 
operatiiiK in the Rcniedios distrirt and 
have inflicted great loss on Spanisli res- 
idents, but the raid ou Vuoltas was the 
flrst attack on Spaniah so ldiOT.

Mrs. Bivins was former^ 
an dd maid in Atlanta, where she had 
aomo little property. Dr. Marvin, a 
sp^K'ialist, from Omaha, came to At 
lanta. wihxmI the matured maid(>n and 
made her his wife. He engaged in 
some real estate spe<'nlations, which 
made him worth nearly |1,000,(KX). H 
then moved to this citv and erected a 
magnificent home, whicn was a dream 
in the eyct of tlie oooatry people here- 
about. 

The happy ooupl«> lived in tliis new 
palace but a few weeks when the d<K tor 
sickened and died. Mrs. Marvin re 
fused to be comforted. She forbade a 
funeral and telegraphed to New Orleans 
for an expert embahner and an expert 
electrician. The result of their joint 
efforts was that Dr. Marvin was enabled 
to remain in hiaseatinthejiarlaraud 
by electrical appliance woula rise and 
bow to his widow and then take his sent 
again. Ridioulons as this maj seem 
there was no arguing the widow out of 
its continuance. After about a year of 
this kind of enjoyment the vridow con- 
cluded to sive nand and heart to Bir. 
Joseph Bivins, who had become hex 
business manager. - 

After her nuuriage she took him to 
her home, and then it was that she 
gained the remarkable distinction of 
naving two husbands in the house at 
the same time, one alive and the other 
dead. 

She had Jfr. Bivins look npon the 
body of her dead husband in the parlor, 
and it was only aft< i' urgent solicitation 
on his ])art that she consented to the re- 
mains i)ein^r sent to Macon and buried 
in Rose 1 nil cemetery.

Oottrmm, O.. Oct. 19.— Prwddent 

Phil. Penna and Secretary W. C. Pearcc 
of the United Mine Workers of Am<T- 
ica, liave issued a circular to miners of 
Ohio advising them to vote in favor of a 
reduction from 01 to 45 oentSi as asked 
by the operaton. 

The drrmlar says the minen of the 
Pittsburg di..trict are endeavoritig t< 
stamp out no'iunion labor by the meth- 
od of the enemy, that of competition, 
that Ohio miners ought to undergo tin 
sacriflce of a reduction proportionate t( 
that their Pennsylvania neighbors arc 
bearing ; that the coal and the facilities 
for mining it in tlie Pittsburg district 
are far supt rior to those ef Ohio, and 
that under the circnmstaiiees ( )tiio oper- 
ators can not compete profitably with 
the Pennsylvania operators under a 
higher wage scale in Ohio than will 
maintain a differential of 0 cents less i i 
this state ; that in view of all the cir- 
cumstances the only sensible action for 
the < )hio miners to take is to vote to ac- 
cept the proposed reduction to 48 cents, 
and thus pave the way to an eventuul 
restoration of the lo-cent rate in Oliio. 

The officers say they are sensible of 
the fact that their recommeiiuations 
may bring upon them th(> wnith of 
ma: v miners, but believing that they 
are .idvisiug what is riglit. tliey are 
willing t( I await the final result, wliicli 
can net b" otlier than a denKjnstratiou 
of the wisdom of their action.

Wasiiinoton, Oct, U',— The rotariis 
to the statistical division of the depart- 
ment of agriculture for Octo))er make 
cotton show a decline of 8.6 points from 
September, which was 64.8 per ce::t, 
against CtO.7 for the present month. 

In some sections the crop has lieen in- 
jured by worms, rust, frost atid heavy 
rains the last of .'September. There will 
]>e a very small jneld from tlie top crop, 
and the reports say the crop will all be 
gathered by Nov. 1 , 

Tlie genenil condition of the corn 
croj) is !»0..") per cent, against !)1 for the 
moiitli of September. The returns of 
yield per a<Te of all wheat unlieate a 
preduetion of 11. !» bushels, wiuch is .0 

of a busiiei less than the preliminary 

estimate for 1H9."). 

The indicated quality for the country 
at large is S4,4 per cent against S.")," LimI 
year. 

The wheat croj) is generally short in 
(luantity and poor in i|uality, owintr to 
unfavfirable weather, drouth at <e(-dine 
time, deficiency of snow protix-tion and 
excessive rains after harvest. iroducin>j 
scanty growth, shriveled grains and 
rust. The worst is iu the great region 
from Ohio to Kansas and adjoining 
states.

BEAT HIS WIFE T O DEATH. 

Terrlbl* Traa*4y BnaeUd la aKMtacky 

Cornfield. 

PiNKVii.i.i-, Ky., Oct. 12— William 
Baker, while out on the farm with hi, 
wifi-, iM-caiue enniged, and iu his mad 
fury beat his wife's head into a jelly. 
The circtmutancea of the murder are &i 
follows: 

Mr. Baker and his wife arose early 
Saturday morning and concluded to go 
to their cornfield to gather beans. 
While on their journey they had some 
harsh words, whi( h pa.ssed off and were 
followed by gfK)d-natured converse. 
They pnx eeded until they reached the 
field, which was about 400 yards from 
the house, when the woman saw her 
husband gather up two rocks, and shi 
asked him what this meant. 

He told her be had been in trouble, 
and wanted to end his existence, and be- 
fore doing so he wanted to kill her, and 
at this moment he threw one nK'k, 
which strui k her just above the left ey( 
and felled her to the ground. 

He dashed the other stone upon her 
and crushed her face and skull in, .Xfter 
seeing what he had done he ])r(H'eede<l 
to carry her to lier home. She lingend 
long enough to tell the story of the trag- 
edy and then died. 

The husband is in iail and will bt> 
tried for his crime at the jiresent term 
of the court. There seems to be lie 
doulit as to the man's insanity, and lie 
will be thoroughly examined by expert 
physicians liere. 

KILLED THREi DIFFERENT WAYS.

Thair Daly in This Cas*. 

— According to 
the rejxirt of the grand jury in the case 
of Newton Uill. who was fnuiul with 
the entire top of his head crushed otf. 

The in- 
dictment returned charges Micbeal 
Heimlich and Mrs. Alwilta Dill, wife 
of the dead man. with murder in the 
first degree.

In aiiutlier 
it says he was killed with a shotgun, 
and in another it declares that he wa.;

Mr. Dell Saviers, attorney for Heim- 
lich, in view of the incongruities in tin 
iiidietiiieiit. has filed a demurrer to it 
and the case will come up on the de- 
murrer. There is little doubt that tlni 
imlietment will be invalidated, but Mrs. 
Di'.l and Heimlich in sucli an event 
will be immediately rearrested. Prose- 
cutor Joseph Dyer drew up the indict< 
ment.

Lewes. Del,, Oct. 12,— A serereuorth* 
easterly gale is raging all along the At* 
lantic coast, accompanied by rain. 
Yesterday morning the American 
schooner Luther A. Roby, from Schiv- 
erie. Nova Scotia, for Philadelphia, 
with a cargo of jdaster, struck near the 
jioint of Cape Heidopen. The fore 
of the sea was so great that tlie vessel 
pounded to piecea on the sands before 
the lif esaviug men could get a line to 
her. Three of the crew lost their lives 
and five W(Te rescued after HU awful OS* 
perience with the elements. 

The dead ire : Harry Milby, TkonUM 
Sinies and on unknown Norwegian 
sailor. 

One of tha killed lost his life by being 
struck by the mainmast when it fell. 

The survivors are Captain W. B. 
Maloney of Boston, Mate George A. 
Hopkins, Fred Olseu, Alex. Melau and 
Edgar Lewes. They are being cared for 
by the crew of the Ufe saving station. 

The bodies of those lost have not yet 
been recovered. 

Captain Moloney and the four mem- 
bers of his crew who were re.scued with 
him were taken out of the sea after they 
had given up all hope of reaching shore 
alive. When the schooner went to 
pieces the five men managed to get hold 
of the deckhouse. On this frail raft 
they were buffeted about atthenu rey 
of the enormously high M a.-< until they 
Were seen by the life,>avi rs. A rojd' was 
tlirown to them and the five men. then 
nearly « xliausted, were hauled tiirough 
the roaring surf to a jilaee of safetv. A 
watch is lieing kei)t for the bofUesof 
the three men who lost their lives.

In order that 
there may be no mistake as to McKin 
ley's votes in favor of silver we give 
herewith, bis votea in Congress upon 
this subject: 

1. McKinley voted on November 5 

1877, for Blaud's free coinage bill. 

2. McKinley voted on Janoary 28 

1878, tor a |iesolt'.tion declaring that all 
the CTOvernnienl bonds i.ssiied under the 
resumption act were payable, principal 
and intereat, at the option of the Gov 
ernment, in silver dollars. 

3. The Bland bill having come back to 
the House from the Senate with amend

6. On* of Bland's free coinage bills 
aving been reported adversely in 18S(3, 
there wag ollVied a ."ubstitute providing 
that the purchase aud coinage of silver 
bullion sboold be goapended on July 1 , 
1S89, (three yaara later,) nnless ooncar- 

rent action t'oni:eniinv; silver s^hould lie 
taken by lOuropeau nations and the Uni- 
ted States before that date. McKinley 
voted with Bland, against this sobgtilate, 
on April 8, 188(1. 

(i. In IS!):;, on August 28, the House 
voted upon the question whether the 
Sherman silver purchase act shoald bo 
repealed. McKinley was not a member. 
In the following September, however, 
when the Senate was hesitotiug and it 
was by no means certain that it would be 
induced to concur with the House In ro- 
l>ealinK the act, McKinley made a public 
address in whidi lie nrjfed that " the sil- 
ver product of the country should not be 
discriminated againat." And on Sep- 
tember 27, 1804, almost one year after 
the repeal, McKinley, in another i)iib]ic 
address, denounced those who had voted 
to "strike down the Sherman law," say-
